Sandys Visits U.S. | 


Tories Eager 


With the completion Saturday 
of the 1957-58 budget program, 
the attention of the ruling Libe- 
ral-Democratic Party has shifted 
to preparations for the Diet re- 
opening Jan. 50.

They intend to clarify this 
view to the Socialists in a con- 
ference of secretaries-general 
and Diet policy committee chair- 
men of the two parties sched- 
uled for Tuesday. 

However, as the Socialists are 
strongly opposed to the Liberal- 
Democratic view, difficulty is 
foreseen for the ruling party’s 
efforts to push through their 
plan, 

The selection of the parlia- 
mentary vice-ministers has al- 
most been completed. As for 
members of the party’s Policy 
Deliberation Council, party lead- 
ers plan to appoint persons of 
high caliber equal to Cabinet 
Ministers, 

Juichi Tsushima, former Fi- 
nance Minister and member of 
the House’ of Councillors, is 
considered the likeliest choice 
for the defense post if adjust- 
ment of views can be achieved 
among Liberal-Democratic mém- 
bers of the Upper House, 


Soviets Face 
Crisis in Try 
To Beat West 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (Kyodo- 
UP)—The Soviet Union is in 
the midst of an economic crisis 
that could wreck the Commu- 
nist system, Fortune magazine 
said Sunday. 

In its ambition to overtake 
the West, the Soviets have forc- 
ed an unnatural growth of the 
economy to “the cracking 
point,” the magazine said. As a 
result the Kremlin faces this 
dilemma: , 


It must either stick with its 
policy of pushing heavy indus- 
try and continue to deny “al- 
most everything” to its people; 
or it “must relax that policy far 
beyond anything yet suggested 
either by Malenkov or anybody 
else in the Communist Party’s 
Central Committee.” , 


The former course “would 
probably end in violent revolu- 
tion.” Fortune said, “while the 
latter would end the myth of 
the necessity of absolutism, and 
pave the way for the destruc- 
tion of the Communist Party.” 


The magazine said the crisis 
is further heightened by this 
development: “Popular resent- 
ment is actually beginning to 
affect production,” 


Fortune said the transforma- 
tion of Russia since the revolu- 
tion has been one of “the most 
colossal ironies of all history.” 
Instead of being a socialist state, 
Russia is “one of the most capi- 
talistic states of all time,” it 
said, 

“In the name of the people, 
the Kremlin has denied almost 
everything to its people,” but 
this has started to tell in the 
form of an economic crisis, the 
magazine said. 

Fortune also reported on So- 
viet science.. According to 36 
British and American scientists, 
all of whom visited the USSR 
during the past two years, it 
still falls short of achievements 
of the West—but not by much, 
Fortune said. 

The scientists, surveyed by 
the magazine, reported Russia’s 
leading mathematicians and 
pure physicists are as “creative 
and profound as the best in the 
West.” 

Likewise Soviet chemists 
were found to be “well trained 
and inventive.” 

In another report it pointed 
out that the Soviet labor force, 
although half again as large as 
America’s is vastly less efficient 
and produces only one-third as 
much,

Red Sees Alaska-Siberia Dam 


To Change N. Pacific Climate 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (Ky0o- 
do-UP)—An article in the new 
issue of Russia’s English-langu- 
age propaganda magazine envi- 
sions the construction of a huge 
dam between Alaska and Sibe- 
ria to change the climate of the 
whole North Pacific region 


The article, by Soviet writer 
Vasili Zakharchenko, will ap- 
pear in the Feb, 1 issue of 
USSR Illustrated Monthly, a 
magazine which Russia distri- 
butes in this country under a 
reciprocal arrangement which 
permits distribution of the U.S. 
propaganda magazine America 
in the Soviet Union, 

Zakharchenko proposed that 
the dam be built across the 50- 
mile wide Bering Strait between 
Alaska and Siberia where the 
water averages only 150 feet in 
depth. A highway over the top 
of the dam would provide the 
first road link between United 
States and Russian territory. 


But the chief purpose of the 
dam, according to the author, 
would be to stop the cold waters 
of the Arctic Ocean from pour- 
ing through the strait into the 
North Pacific. The result, he

According to Mrs. Takako 
Tanake, director of the bureau, | 
who has served in the same @ 
bureau for 24 years the office 
received applications from 869 
men and 1,659 women near 
the nine months from April to 
December last year. More than 
14,000 visited the office for mar- 
riage consultations. There 
were 4,116 letters requesting in- 
formation on the work of the 
bureau during the same period. 

Any -man or woman who wish- 
es to Meet the opposite sex must 
fillout three cards, one of which 
is done without writing his or 
her name. He must write down 
his age, education, income, spe- 
cial hobby, facts about his fam- 
ily and whether he was former- 
ly married or not.

The New Year’s show at the 
Nichigeki Music Hall continues 
complete success throughout 
the month. Called “Yes, Angels 
Don’t Wear Petticoats”—in line 
with the institution’s hallowed 
tradition of using only the most 
baffling of English titles—it pre- 
Sents sorne old faces, some new 
shapes and the durable combina-

Rather like 
the ladies in the British tab- 
leaux vivants, the Music Hall 
girls, wearing only the stitchiest 
of stitches, come up through the 
floor, are pushed from the wings 
or descend from the flies, all 
dressed rather as nature would 
have them, except possibly 
more so. They—unlike their 
English cousins — occasionally 
move of their own volition but 
there is neither bump nor grind 
to be seen. The result is almost 
puritanically anti-prurient when

The gourmet, ever on the 
trall of new delights, should 
roll up to CHEZ. MARTA, 
Mediterranean restaurant *s 
Minato-ku. Savorily speaking, 
CHEZ MARTA combines the 
best of the Cote d'Azur and 
the Italian Riviera. 

There is spaghetti with 
meat, tomato, mushroom, 
shrimp or crabmeat sauce, or 
with meat balls. For the reai 
pasto fans there is spaghetri 
topped by ravioli, and for the 
aesthetic palate there is 
spaghetti aglio and olio with’ 
olive oll, garlic and parsley.

Spring Tourist Influx 
Anticipated in Kobe 


By KENJI ARAI 


KOBE, Jan. 27—This port will 
receive a steady influx of de 
luxe foreign tourist ships in the 
spring. 

The first to come will be the 
British luxury liner Chusan, 
scheduled to enter port at noon 
on Feb. 11 with about 300 pas- 
sengers aboard, after a 47-day 
journey from London from 
which she sailed on Dec. 26, She 
will not revisit the city two 
months later, as she usually 
does. On her second voyage 
she will come only as far as 
Hongkong and turn back. 

The second comer will be the 
Cunard liner Caronia, due to ar- 
rive on April 6 with a load of 
550 globe-girdlers. Having left 
New York on Dec. 19, she will 
have made a 108-day, 33,428-mile 
round-the-world tour. 

This year Kobe will miss the 
Swedish American liner Kungs- 
holm, affectionately referred to 
as the “Lady from Scandinavia.” 
Her world cruise has been can- 
celed under the impact of the 
Hungarian and Suez situations. 

Smaller tourist parties expect- 
ed are three groups comprising 
300 persons from the U.S., one 
of them due to arrive on an 
APL shore excursion on Feb, 3. 


There will be a group of 30 


from France and another, also 
of 30, from Southeast Asia. 

As of this date the Japan 
Travel Bureau has received re- 
quests for tourist facilities in 
Kobe from 635 groups compris- 
ing 8,395 persons. Many more 
requests are expected, and the 
grand total this spring is con- 
fidently predicted to exceed last 
spring’s 1,023 groups comprising 
8,387 persons. 


By nationalities, Americans 
account for nearly 50 per cent 
of the total so far, followed in 
order by Britons, Filipinos and 
Indians. 

All available rooms in foreign- 
style hotels in Kobe, Osaka and 
Kyoto have already been reserv- 
ed, as also tourist buses and im- 
ported sedans. The Japan Travel 
Bureau is pleasantly concerned 
over the problem of providing 
hotel accommodation and trans- 
portation facilities for all. 

Major tourist parties will be 
welcomed aboard ship, upon 
their arrival in port, by the Gov- 
ernor and Mayor of Kobe and 
by Miss Kyoko Tani, 19-year- 
old “Miss Kobe” of 1957. The 
brass band of the Kobe City 
police will strike up lively tunes 
from a nearby Customs shed as 
the ships glide into the pier.

program, sancijoned by 
the Metropolitan Government's 


Atoms-for-Peace Council recent- 


ly, is the first of its kind ever to 


be drawn up by local autono- 


mous bodies in the country. 


The Metropolitan Government 


will set up under the plan an 
atomic energy center which 
will play a leading role in the 


development and utilization of 


atomic energy in the Metropolis. 

The projected center will 
hayé various facilities for utill- 
gation of radioisotopes. No atom- 
ic reactor will be installed, 
however. 

It will carry on researches 
on the application, of isotopes to 
various industries, such as food, 
textile manufacturing and agri- 
culture as well as stock breed- 
ing. 7 
The prevention of ill effects 
of isotopes on human bodies 
will also be one of the main ob- 
jects of researches of the plan- 
ned center. | 

The Metropolitan Government 
intends to spend a total of ¥150 
million for the materialization 
of the program in the next fis- 
cal year. 


Sir Arthur Elton

Sir Arthur Elton, Bt., of Film

West European Parleys 
Encounter Difficulty 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Western Europe's top diplomats 
bogged down Saturday in efforts 
to draw up a speedy agreement 
to turn their countries into one 
vast common market. 

They could not agree either 
on creation of an atomic pool to 
speed the Continent’s develop- 
ment of nuclear power. 

_Foreign Minister Paul-Henri 
Spaak of Belgium, advocate of 
both ideas, told a news confer- 
ence “we have had difficulties.” 

But the Belgian leader insist- 
ed “I am in a happy mood “and 
was still optimistic about ultim- 
ate success. 

Resistance by other delega- 
tions to French demands. for 
Special privileges was reported 
blocking progress. 

The Foreign Ministers of 
West Germany, [Italy, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Liuxem- 
bourg and France’s Minister of 
State Maurice Faure opened a 
three-day conference. They 
hoped it would end in a treaty 
to sumbit to their Governments. 

Their aim was to abolish 
tariffs among the six nations 
over a period of 12 to 17 years 
theréby creating a vast common 
market benefiting producers and 
consumers alike. 

It also would unify the signa- 
tories in such a way that rep- 
etition of the wars that have 
ravaged Europe over the cen- 
turies would be most unlikely. 

In the middie of the after- 
noon, Premier Guy Mollet of 
France announced in Paris he 
was ‘inviting all chiefs of the 
Governments concerned to meet 
in the French capital in mid- 
February to discuss ways of 
assimilating French. overseas 
territories into the plan.

science.

They said, and made educators, students and parents be- 
lieve, that teaching students applied arts and sciences was a 
waste of time; it took longer for companies to maké coll&ge 
graduates “unlearn” all they learned in school, they said. 

One unhappy result was to develop in college men a 
contempt for manual labor, and turn out clerks, white col- 


lar workers and professional men by the thousands.

But there are signs that the nation is awakening to 


the fallacy of its ways.

Where universities in the United States, Russia, Great 
Britain, and France are turning out thousands of qualified 
scientists and engineers every year; we have almost none. 
Jobs for technicians are going begging while office jobs 


are flooded with applicants. 


One encduraging sign that Japan is learning her jitter 
lesson, however, is a number of recommendations made 
recently by the Keidanren, one of Japan’s most powerful 
‘Management groups, to reform Japan’s educational system. 
: The Keidanren recommended a thorough overhaul of 
‘our school systems from primary schools to universities 
and their coordination with the needs of industry. Among 
other things, it urged greater emphasis upon science 
courses and the vocational arts in primary schools, efforts 
in industrial higher schools to develop skilled workers 
and supervisors, reform of university engineering courses, 
planned coordination of school courses with industrial 
development plans, and extension of technological training 


into factories and workshops. 


This is a fine beginning, 


but it is only the beginning. 


“Industry must go still further. It should raise the salaries 
of technicians, give them a chance to learn the administra- 
tive as well as the technical side of the business, and give 
them equal opportunities with the office worker to advance. 

Industrialists should consult university scientists on 
their problems more often, and make use of the research 
icilities and pérsonnel that the universities h--e to offer. 

The scholar is as necessary as he has ever been in our 


“society. 


We need them all—teachers, 


office workers, 


butchers, shoemakers, scientists, policemen, and just about 
every job or profession that can be named. But our nation 
li;e the individual has to maintain a sense of propcrtion 
among them.

Problems in Asia-Pacific Area 


Japanese Diplomats Discuss Nature, Prospects for Pending Issues” 


The three-day conference of 
Japanese diplomatic representa- 
tives posted in Asia-Pacific area 
countries held in Tokyo last 
week spotlighted the import 
ance which the new Ishi- 
bashi Administration places -on 
Japan's relations with its south- 
ern “neighbors.” . 

In the course of this caucus, 
Foreign Minister Kishi em- 
phasized the Government's re- 
solve to cement Japan’s ties 
with these countries and settle 
the various pending problems, 


. particularly World War Il in- 


demnity, economic collaboration 
and cultural interchanges. 
Kishi made it plain that the 
Tokyo Government would like 
to have the assembled diplomats 
take some “gifts” with them 
when they return to their posts. 
The diplomatic representa- 
tives—17. ambassadors, minis- 
ters and consul-generals—are 
expected to stay in Tokyo for 
some time this week for 
thorough-going discussions of 
their problems with the Gov- 


' ernment. departments concern- 


Following is a summary of 
the preblems pending between 
Japan and the respective Asia- 
Pacific countries, their pros- 
pects and what the envoys in- 
tend to do for their solution. 


Burma—The major problems 
pending between Tokyo and 
Rangoon are reparations pay- 
ment and ‘economic . collabora- 
tion, agreed upon in 1955. Am- 
bassador Saburo Ohta is expect- 
ed to hold extensive talks with 
the Government departments 
concerned and the business cir- 
cles to expedite the economic 
tie-up program whose prog- 
ress so far has not been too 


speedy. 
Indications show that joint 
Japanese-Burmese enterprises 


to operate cotton spinning and 
fertilizer mills will materialize 
in the near future. When real- 
ized, these undertakings will 
mark the first concrete exam- 
ples af Japanese-Burmese eco- 
nomic collaboration and help 
facilitate the payment of repar- 
ations and boost the trade be 
tween the two countries, 
Negotiations for a civil avia- 
tion agreement are_ scheduled 
to be started in Rangoon short- 


ly, 
Cambodia — Ambassador to 
Cambodia and Laos, Noritake 


Yoshioka will proceed with 
negotiations on the so-called 
“Kirirom Plan” of Cambodia. 


Japan plans to extend financial 
aid to Cambodia for the con- 
struction of a model city on the 
Kirirom plateau in return for 


the magnanimous attitude 
shown by the latter in renounc- 
ing all reparations claims 


against Japan. 

Japan will also send some 
agricultural experts to Cambo- 
dia for permanent settlement, 

He will push talks in Tokyo 
with Japanese Government au- 
thorities for the revision of the 
Japan-Cambodia Trade and Pay- 
ments Agreement which is now 
based on the open account sys- 
tem, prior to carrying out full- 
dress hegotiations with the 
Cambodian Governmeni, 


Ceylon—Ambassador to Cey- 
lon Shiroji Yuki plans to hoid 
talks. with Japanese financial 
and business leaders on means 
to accelerate technical aid to 
the Colombo Plan. Japan is in

Sistance to countires in South- 


east Asia. , 
Yuki also warits a trade and 


navigation pact concluded be- 


tween Japan and Ceylon in or- 
der to boost trade between the 
two countries. ) 


Taiwan—Kensuke Horinow- 
chi, Japanese Ambassador to 
Nationalist China will hold 
talks with the Government, 
particularly with Foreign Office 
leaders, on the problem of the 
two Chinas, He will no doubt

Yomiuri Shimbun said the re- 
vised national budget for fiscal 
1957 will inevitably constitute a 
turning point in the nation’s 
economy. It is an indisputable 
fact, the paper said, that there 
are many factors in the nation’s 
spending program to make it 
an unhealthy budget—firstly, a 
change of policy from retrench- 
ment to expansion, secondly, 
¥100,000 million tax reduction 
and thirdly, upward revision of 
the public personnel’s wage 
base, This will naturally cause 
fear among the people, it said, 
that commodity frices' may 
soar. The major significance of 
budget compilation, the paper 
indicated, is to prevent prices 
from going up or to check the 
advent of inflation. If the bud- 
get should cause inflation or 
create red-ink figures, the paper 
said, the Government’s adminis- 
trative policy will inevitably 
fizzle out, 


Chugoku Shimbun  (Hiro- 
Shima) took special note of 
President Eisonhower’s tone of 
eonfidence in his annual . eco- 
nomic report to Congress in 
which he said that America’s 
historic economic prosperity 
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will continue for some time te 
come, despite some American 
economists. and financiers fear 
a possible inflationary trend 
due to the shortage of labor and 
materials. The President, it 
said, seemed determined to en- 
force a sound budget, control 
credits, and encourage savings 
deposits to curb inflation; It 
stressed the close relation be- 
tween brisk business and infia- 
tion and pointed out that even 
the United States, with its enor- 
mous production capacity and 
the power of accumulating vast 
amounts of capital, is very 
much anxious to prevent infla- 
tion. The paper said this should 
be a guiding example for Japan 
to take heed of and follow. 


Sankei-Jiji, dealing with the 
revised national budget, stress- 
ed the need for the Govern- 
ment to take a proper financial 
policy to check anticipated in- 
flation. It said that ample funds 
had not been appropriated for 
reinforcement of transportation, 
increase of power generation 
and construction of more 
dwellings. It feared that a 
raise in national railway rates, 
gasoline tax boost and increas- 
ed pay for public servants may 
become a strong factor for 
advances in commodity prices. 
The Government must bear in 
mind that stabilization of prices 
is the prerequisite, it pointed 
out. |

Indonesia—Minister to Indo- 
nesia, Eiji Wajima will no 
doubt strive to bring about a 
solution to the _ reparations 
problems with that country. 
Accords have already been 
reached with the Philippines 
and Burma. 


Notwithstanding several years 
of efforts on the part of Japan 
to find some method to soive 
this issue, the disparity in the 
total reparations amounts re- 
vealed by both the Japanese 
and Indonesian sides had been 
so big, and the fact that the In- 
donesian Government had been 
so unstable, that a solution had 
not been found up to the pres- 
ent. 

From this point of view, 
Wajima, among all other 
envoys gathered in Tokyo, ap- 
parently has the biggest job 
before him. 


Pakistan—Ambassador Kiyo- 
shi Yamagata will exchange 
views and information with the 


Foreign Office economic experts 
on ex ion of Pakistan-Japan 
trade. 


The Philippines—Ambassador 
Koichiro Asakai is expected to 
hold important talks in Tokyo 
on carrying out of the repara- 
tion program under the Japan- 
Philippine agreement which 
came into force last summer. 
Asakai will emphasize the giv- 
ing to,.the Philippines of such 
materia and equipments as 
would benefit both the Philip- 
pines and Japan. 


Speaking of the shipment 
from Japan of cement as the 
first reparations item, Asakai 
said it was desirable to supply 
chiefly such type of construc- 
tion material. He also proposed 
to furnish the Philippines with 
medium-sized vessels (500-3,000 
tons) for cruising between the 
islands of the Philippines. 


Thailand—import of more 
rice to Japan from Thailand will 
be the main topic of discussions 
between Ambassador Shinichi 
Shibusawa and the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry officials. The 
Ambassador will emphasize that 
Japan must buy rice, which is 
almost the sole export commod- 


ity of that country, if Japan 
desires to expand its trade with 


Thailand, 
Japanese envoys to South 
East Asian countries agree that 


Japan has to buy, even at the 


cost of domestic suppliers, rice 
and sugar from those countries 
if Japan is to stabilize its trade 
with those Asian countries. 


South Vietnam—Ambassador 
Yutaka Konagaya is in a posl- 
tion to negotiate with the South 
Vietnamese Government on war 
reparations problems although 
the total sum is expected to be 
smaller than that of reparations 
for Indonesia. 

The Vietnamese Government 
is demanding $200 million as 
reparations from Japan but the 
Japanese Government is desir- 
ing to settle the sum at around 
one tenths of the Vietnamese 
demand. Therefore, it is unlike- 
ly that an early ‘settlement of 
the reparations talks between 
the two nations will be forth- 
coming. 

A settlement of reparations 
negotiations between Japan and 
Vietnam is highly desired also 
for the expansion of the sales 
of Japanese products in Viet 
nam under the U.S. ICA assis- 
tance program for which Japan 
is making a big effort. 


Australia—Ambassador Tada: 
katsu Suzuki is expected to hold 
talks with the Foreign Office on 
negotiations on Japan-Australia 
trade agreement which have 
been suspended for the time 
being. 

Concerning the agreement, 
Australia is demanding from 
Japan the increase in the 
volume of wheat import from 
Australia for this year. Japan 
is ready to accept this demand 
as it will not buy U.S. surplus 
farm products this year, There- 
fore, ‘there is every prospect 
that the suspended talks will 
soon be reopened and smooth 
progress made, 


New Zealand—Minister Hisa- 
naga Shimazu is ex to 
reveal at talks in Tokyo the 
views held in New Zealand on 
expansion of trade between 
Japan and that country, 


Hongkong — Consul - General 
Yujiro Izeki will draw atten- 
tion by reporting on latest in- 
formation on Communist 
China’s movement obtained in 
Hongkong, the gate between 
the two Chinas. 


He is expected to furnish the 
Ishibashi Government, which 
is advocating promotion of Ja- 
pan-Red China trade, with in- 
formation on trade. between 
Red China and other countries 
as observed in Hongkong. 


Singapore — Consul - General 
Ken Ninomiya will present re- 
ports on the movements of Chi- 
nese merchants in Malaya and 
their relations with Communist 
China as well as his vitws on 
furthering economic relations 
between that area and Japan. 
He is expected to elaborate on 
the possibility of establishing 
joint enterprises between Japa- 
nese industry and Malayan busi- 
ness circles. 


Consuls-General Tokichi Ta- 
kano in Calcutta, Fujio Hayashi 
in Bombay and Morisaburo 
Seki in Sydney will also confer 
with the Foreign Ministry on 
their respective problems be- 
fore returning to their posts.

Traffic Accidents 


To the Editor: 

Having been required, for the 
last seven years, to spend an in- 
ordinately large percentage of 
my time on the highways and 
byways of Japan, it is a never- 
ending source of amusement to 
me to read of the ineffectual 
plans being proposed from time 
to time to deal with Japan’s 
appalling rate of traffic acci- 
dents, such as the one report- 
ed on im your article of the 23rd. 


Additional mechanical devices 
or legislation designed further 
to restrict the free movement 
of traffic will be of no avail. 
While a comprehensive road- 
building program, far exceeding 
anything that has as yet been 
planned in this country, is the 
only possible solution for attain- 
ing an accident rate closer to 
world levels, much could be 
done immediately and at nomi- 
nal cost to make the roads less 
hazardous to everyone. Action 
needed is twofold: 1. Repeal of 


antiquated and in some cases COP 


dowhright ridiculous traffic 
laws, and 2. Adequate training 
of traffic police, 

First, a glance at the law: in 
case of a collision, the vehicle 
hitting the other is invariably 
at fault, regardless of circum- 
stances. A little reflection will 
show the absurdity of this rea- 
soning. Also, if you drive a 

ssenger vehicle you may quite 


legally hog the center of the 


road, only cargo vehicles being 
required to keep to the left side, 
as ali vehicles should, except 
when passing. 
' Speed limits, on the other 
hand, are usually so unrealiec- 
tically low as to be generaily 
disregarded. The hazard here 
is that the driver’s attention is 
distracted by the additional job 
of having to be on the lookout 
for traffic police. iIn_ several 
progressive European countries, 
where speed limits have been 
abolished altogether, a lowering 
of the accident rate has actually 
followed, So much for the law, 
Equally important is_ the 
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traffic education of those who 
are. supposed to teach the 
others—the police. The only in- 
fraction of the law that the 
police are currently looking for 
is speeding, which is, as already 
mentioned, the exact opposite 
of the prevailing trend in the 
more advanced countries of 
Europe. Many far more 
pernicious practices are suf- 
fered to continue unchecked. I 
think here, for example, of the 
very dangerous habit of not 
dimming one’s headlights in 
the face of oncoming traffic. 
This is the rule rather than the 
exception in Japan; yet, who 
has ever heard of anybody's 
being fined or even reprimand- 


ed for this flagrant safety 
violation? 
Or what about the familiar 


fellow who removes. , his 
punctured tire in the center of 
the road and then, as if to 
prove his impunity, leaves the 
jacked-up vehicle in that posi- 
tion for hours while the corner 
looks on? And the cyclists 
that blissfully sail along one- 
way streets in the wrong direc- 
tion, are they not subject to 
the laws? : 


This list could be continued 
ad nauseam and, rather than 
ascribing the police’s failure to 
do anything about these 
dangerous practices to wilfull 
dereliction of duty, I believe 
that it is entirely due to their 
own ignorance of what does 
and what does not constitute 
safe driving. Would not a re 
latively small sum put into a 
Traffic Police Training Center 
be a wise investment indeed if 
it paid off in less carnage on 
Japan’s roads? Even the much- 
heralded Tokyo-to-Kobe super 
highway will be but a shorteut 
to the morgue unless this coun- 
try’s obsolete traffic legislation 
and enforcement systems. are 
first brought up to the stand- 
ards expected of a modern in- 
dustrial. nat.cn

who rumor has it was sired by 
the Emperor Toba. Tadamori 
rises up and up and with him 
ascends Kiyomori.

Yoshitomo of the Genji 
throws in his lot with the Hei- 
ke, in the battle of the Taiken 
Gate that follows, illustrating 
the sanguinary character of 
the two-way clash when kin 
fought kin. Kiyomori emerges 
the victor in the battle. He 
further consolidates his position 
when he vanquishes Yoshitomo 
who has taken up arms against 
him. Kiyomori vows death to 
all Genji. But he falls for the 
widow of Yoshitomo, who be- 
comes his concubine to save her 
children from execution. Yori- 
tomo is mercifully exiled and 
the younger Yoshitsune escapes 
to parts unknown where in 
time he and his older brother 
rally a force and eventually de- 
molish the Genji in battle. The 
novel, however, ends with Yo- 
shitsune taking his farewell 
from his mother before escap- 
ing. 

A sequel to the novel is near- 
ing completion by Yoshikawa, 
It will take up the rout of the 
Heike, in the battle of Dannoura 
{near Shimonoseki) in 1185. 
The whole story does not end 
here, for Yoritomo turns upon 
his younger brother and ac- 
cording to one historical .ver- 
sion, fearful of Yoshitsune’s in- 
creasing popularity, has him 
foully murdered. Yoritomo 
moves the administration to Ka- 
makura where he sets up the 
Bakufu that was to govern Ja- 
pan for the next 700 years. 


Not all is fighting, treachery, 
loyalty, lust and greed in the 
novel. In between, Yoshikawa, 
admired for his incessant re- 
search on 12th century history 
and a love for minute, accurate 
detail, gives us a picture of com- 
fortable, peaceful times in Kyo- 


to, where the action takes place.. 


There are poetry contests, moon 
viewing, horse racing, amours 
not only tender but violent and 
Kiyomori’s plans for trade with 
China. And the powerful, mili- 
tant priests come in for a good 
play in the novel, 


A parallel has been drawn 
between the Genji-Heike clash 
for supremacy and the War of 
the Roses in feudal England, 
with the similarity being fur- 
ther cited by the colors chosen 
by the Genji, white banners, 
and by the Heike red banners. 


Western readers will find The 
Heike Story unending with ac- 
tion, drama and history of am 
cient Japan, and can expect the 
same thrill that they have ex- 
perienced at seeing Rashomon 
and other world-renowned sa 
murai movies.

On the surface, as we fore- 
cast, Sohyo (General Counclii 
of Trade Unions of Japan) has 
been able to change the direec- 
tion of the Japan Socialist Par- 
ty from that of a peoples 
party to a vehicle of the pro 
letariat. According to trade 
union sources, the following ac- 
count describes what took 
place. 


There were 400 delegates to 
the Japan Socialist Party con- 
vention which was held from 
Jan. 17-20 in Tokyo. Of this 
number approximately 200 
were party executives (officiais 
and advisors) and Diet mem- 
bers. Of the 70 Socialist Diet 
members who owe their seats 
to the trade unions, 50 were 
identified with Sohyo and only 
20 with Zenro (All Japan Con- 
gress of Trade Unions). Addi- 
tionally, Sohyo was able to in- 
crease its strength among the 
200 elected delegates, 


Prior to the convention there 
were two types of. party locai 
organizations —the territorial 
chapters and the factory locals. 
Sohyo, by paying the member- 
ship dues for factory locals was 
in a position, to see pro-Sohyo 
delegates elected from these 
groups. In effect the left wing 
of the party through Sohyo was 
able to pack the convention for 
a relatively small cash outlay. 

Having foreseen this possi 
bility the nonlabor leadership 
of the party included a pro 
posal in the draft policy to 
abolish the party structure 
based on factory locals and 
rely only on the geograpnic 
chapters. Naturally, this was 
defeated by Sohyo-led majority 
on the floor of the convention. 


Socialist Association 

' A possible tip-off to what 
Sohyo planned to do at the con- 
vention appeared in the pre- 
convention issues of socialism, 
a monthly published by The So- 
cialist Association which is ied 
by. Hitoshi Yamakawa and Pro- 
fessor Itsuro Sakisaka of Kyu- 
shu University. This associa- 
tion which is an organization of 
professional Socialists is known 
to have considerable influence 
over the political life of Sohyo 
through General Secretary Aki- 
ra Iwai, and Vice-President 
Kaoru Ota, In fact socialism’s 
editorial staff is housed in the 
office of Kaoru Ota’s union, 

Both Yamakawa and Profes- 
sor Sakisaka are well-known 
Marxist writers. Yamakawa, 
who is close to 70, is one of 
Japan's leading Socialist writers 
and critics, while Sakisaka is 
considered an expert on classi- 
cal Marxist theory. 


Given the fact that two- 
thirds of Sohyo’s strength 
is. concentrated in Kankoro 


(Japan Council of National 
and Local Government Work- 
ers’ Unions), the member 
unions of which are unable to 
push their demands through 
collective action, Sohyo has. en- 
tered more and more into the 
political sphere. Not being able 
to use their financial resources, 
which are considerable, in nor- 
mai trade union pursuits, the 
Kankoro unions spend their 
money to eiect their represente- 
tives to the Diet. They ithe 
political. arc... as the ly 
avenue open to agitate for re 
dress of their economic de- 
mands. This has been one of 
the reasons why Sohyo has con- 
tinued to move to the left. 

From this it can be seen that 
the Zenro unions which are all 
in the private industry sector 
can not expect to compete in 
the political fields. It will be 
recalled that this fall Minoru 
Takita, Zenro’s president, called 
for increased activity on the 
part of the right wing unions 
in the Socialist Party. Follow- 
ing the poor showing of the 
right wing labor candidates in 
the Upper House election last 
summer, it was wishful think- 
ing to suppose that the right 
wing of the Socialist Party even 
with Zenro’s help could stem 
the tide, 

A leftist coalition of the Hiroo 
Wada, Aiichiro Matsumoto, Ma- 
saru Nomizo and Sohyo’s fac- 
tions was able to make drastic 
changes in the draft policy of 
the party as proposed by the 
nonlabor leadership. In addi 
tion to electing their people to 
important party positions, the 
left wing got their way on the 
three points which affect the Ja- 
panese trade union movement.

According to the poliey adopt- 
ed, the party is a Ngee of the 
proletariat, stands against the 
productivity movement, and Te- 
fuses to condemn the Soviet 
military action in HMungary. 
This last point very mearly 
caused an open split in the par- 
ty. We understand that Inejiro 
Asanuma, the party’s Secretary 
General and a rightwinger &ac- 
tually tendered his resignation 
after the vote on the Hungarian 
issue. 

At a meeting of the National 
Executive Committee following 
the convention the right wing 
threatened to boit .he party un- 
less the policy on Hungary 
was reamended. The left. win 
was forced to agree and the f 
lowing line was actepted—al- 
though the NMungarian revolt 
was instigated by the capital 
ists, the Soviet armed interven- 
tion is to be regrettea. Hven 
this compromise line is far from 
what the right wing had hoped 
for. 

Political First 


While Sohyo was able to 
make the Socialist Party more 
a vehicle of the projetariat poll- 
tical observers tend to discount 
the actual implementation of 
this policy. The present party 
leaders are politicians first and 
Socialists second. They realize 
that as a class party the Japan 
Socialist Party will nave little 
chance of success in the next 
general election. By identify- 
ing itself with one class the par- 
ty would lose important .seg- 
ments of support among non- 
labor groups such as the far- 
mers and intellectuals. 

At present an important per- 
centage of the party’s monthly 
budget (roughly ¥2 million) 
comes from nonlabor sources 
like the small scale enterprises 
in the Osaka area who report- 
edly have donated millions of 
yen to push the trade with Com- 
munist China line, 

As chairman of the Japan So- 
cialist Party, Suzuki would be- 
come Prime Minister, should 
his party win. Likewise Wada, 
Finance Minister, and Nomizo, 
Minister of Agriculture. These 
men know they will never real 
ize these posts if the class party 
line is implemented. They also 
recognize that the right wing 
can only be pushed so far or 
they will leave the party and 
thereby kill any chance of a 
victory at the polls. It would 
seem that Sohyo has really 
placed the party leadership in 
a quandary. The next six 
months will tell just how far 
Sohyo can push its proletarian 
line. ,

For Peace in Asia 

TAIPEH — Relations . among 
the three great Asian countries 
of Free China, Japan and Ko 
rea went one.step ahead last 
week.. Shortly after the -Chi- 
nese Government sent a 
military, goodwill mission to Ja- 
pan, it received a similar party 
from the Republic of Korea. 
The Chinese goodwill mission 
to Japan is headed by Lt. Gen. 
Lo Lieh-yang, former deputy 
Chief of Staff, while the Ko 
rean' group which left Taipeh 
early on Jan. 21 after a brief 
visit was led by Gen. Li Hung 
Kung, Chief of Staff of the Ko- 
rean army. 

As the Korean military mis- 
sion arrived in Taipeh last week, 
General Li, the head of the mis- 
sion, declared that the. armed 
forces of our two great dem- 
ocratic nations are playing 2a 
vital role in the defense of free 
Asia with the same ultimate 
goal, that is unification of our 
respective fatherlands. 

While in Tokyo as the Chi- 
nese military group was wel- 
comed by: Japanese Govern- 
ment leaders, Premier and con- 
currently Defense Board Direc- 
tor Tanzan Ishibashi said that 
mutual understanding, close 
cooperation and peaceful co — 
existence between China and 
Japan are the fundamental 
factors in maintining stability 
in east Asia and peace in the 
world, 

The words of the Japanese 
and Korean leaders fully ex- 
pressed the willingness of 
Japan and Korea to work close- 
ly with the Republic of China 
in safeguarding peace in this 
part of the world. The threat 
to peace and security in Asia 
today comes from Soviet Russia 
and its stooge, the Peiping re- 
gime. Standing on the fore 
front of the democratic world 
in Asia are Free China, Japan 
and Korea. All three are con- 
fronted with the same threat, 
To meet this common menace, 
the free nations should be 
mutually dependent and unified 
in purposes. 

It is an undeniable fact that 
none of them may enjoy an 
measure of security without the 
help of each other. Mindful of 
strong necessity for cooperation 
between the three countries, we 
think any piecemeal effort De- 
tween any single pair of them 
will fall short of what is need- 
ed.
